Countries, had any ſuch prevalent Effet upon me 
as to ſurmount eager Inclination and reſtleſs 
Defire I had to be an Eye-witneſs of thoſe 'things 
I had oftenheard, though imperfeQly, in Relation 
to what they have fince appear'd. This great Re- 
ſolve labouring in my Mind, my Friends could not 
chuſe"bur take notice of ſome grear alteration in 
me, and their preſiing defires to know the cauſe of 
unuſual Emotions that were too evident,conſtrain'd 
me to open my ſelf freely, Which at firſt did nor a 
lirtle ſtartle them ; bug perogevitg I was fully bent 
of the undertaking, that all their waſions 
to the contrary were fruitleſs, they afliſted me with 
aſupply in a great meaſdre to on my under- 
raking; and fo having prepared every thing | 
then thought ne , we parted with good 
Wiſhes, Prayers and Tears. | 
I ſent myCargo on Board a Merchant's Shiplying 
over-againſt Eriffe, in the River of Thames, on the 
'2oth of April 1 634, and travelling over-land, 
went on Board my ſelt when ſhe was fallen to the 
Downs. It wiltbe needleſs to tell you what Agrec- | 
ment I made with the Maſter who wasmy Friend, | 
and uſed me extream well during my Voyage, or 
howl1 ſpent my time er we quitted the Lands end ; 
Et it ſuffice we were griven back by ſtreſs of Wea- 
ther, and forced to put in at ſeveral places with 0- 
rher Ships tn our Company, before we had a fair 
Wind to carry us outto Sea ; but at length Provi- 
dence fo ordered it, that the Wind came about as 
well as we could wiſh, and we loſt no time to em- 
brace ſo favourable an opportunity ; bur gettingout 
of bur, where we had hin or Tehdays Wind 
bound, 'in a few woe Exyland diſappeared,

Us; nor were they deceived in 'their Conjecture, 
for the Wind' arole by degrees, -und abotic Mid- 
night K Was a full Storm, but with ſome difficulty

Wind ſlackned and we kept on our wy: yet this 
tofsing a little indifpoſed me, fo that. all that day I 
kept my Cabin, but for the moſt part after this the 
Seas and Winds contended as it were to give us a 
favourable paſſage to Conſtantinople, whither this 
Ship was bound upon ſome particular occaſions as 
well as that of Trade, which I do not conceiye 

inent to this Relation of my own Travels, nor 
Ihall deſcribe, as ſome ſupertluouſly do, all the 
Coaſts we made in our Sailing: Let it ſuffice then 
rhat we touched not till we cameto Meſa in Sicih, 
though in our paſſage'l ſaw the Fires of the Moun- 
tain Strombo/s, which in the night time looked 
dreadful, though at a great diſtance, and was in- 
formed that the People who live near it conceive a 
fooliſh opinion, that it is an entrance into Hell, 
becauſe when the Fire makes its Irruptions they 
hear howlings as of the Damned, which is nomore 
than the Winds breaking through the hollow 
Rockey Caverns in the Mountain, waſted by the 
long continuance of the butning, which makes a 
contuſed noiſe, that ata diſtance refembles howling. 

Paſſing the Fare of Meſſina, we came before the 
Town, and dropt Anchor without the Port, where 
thoſe that would had leave to go a-ſhore; I failed 
notto do it, and whilſt the Sailers were employed 
in taking in ſome neceflaries, I rook a flight view 
of the place. Ir lies on that fide the. ſand that 
looks to Fbegio in T1aly, from which it is 60 miles 
diſtant, where the Ancient Town of Zande ſtood : 
Nature has furniſhed it with a pleaſant and ſafe 
Harbour, which for its compactneſs may be —_ 
to have been made by Art. The Buildings that 
adorn the Port are Regular and Uniform, ſo that 
they give a pleaſant proſpect at the end of the 
Mole that ſhuts in the Port: There is a Tower 
well fortified to ſecure the entry, and about the

cha, 1n the Port of which we came to an Anchor.

It lies in the African Sea, between Sicily and Tripoly, 
in the Latitude of 38 de and in Longitude 
4, extending from Eaſt to Weſt 2.9 Miles, and is 
about 12 over; all the Earth is exceeding White; 
its Ancient Name was Mezlita. In the Year 1530 
the Emperor Charles gave it, and the ile of Gozo, to 
the Knights who were driven out of Rhodes, and 
they have ever {ince poſlefled it in ſpite of all the 
efforts the Turks have made. It ſeems to be a 
Rock with very little Earth on it, yet it bears Fruit 
and Corn, but they are moſtly ſupplied from Sicily, 
it lying but 2o Leagues diſtant. Here St. Paul on 
his na, bags in' his paſſage to @ pr ſhook off the 
Viper; they ſhow his Grott, and the Earth is dug 
there, and carried away for many Phyſical uſes. 
The Natives wear Green Spectacles to pre- 
vent their Eyes from Din by reaſon of 
the whiteneſs of the- Earth. The Knights of the 
Order are under a great Maſter. 'They have many 


advantageous Ports well defended, and are formi- 


dable at Sea with their Galleys to the Moors of 
Barbary and Turks; for if they take them they * 


make *%em Slaves. 'The Towns of Maltha are well 


ſcituate and defended; they have good Magazines, 
and always keep a good Proviſion of Arms and Na- 
val Stores. ey are very charitable ro Travel- 
lers, —_ the Sick, providing for them 'in 
their Hoſj tals while they ſtay, and pay the charges 
of their oYage when they depart. ' 

The Wind being again fair, we lefr Maltha, paſ: 
ſing the Cape of Merapan and Ile of Cerizo, the

This is the Ancient Andres of the Greeks, but now 
Inhabited by People of ſeveral Nations, as Albani- 
ans, Armenians, Turks, Jews, &c. and theſe difter 
in Cuſtoms as well as Languages, very rude and 
unhoſpitable: the Chief Towns are Arni and Amo- 
laces. . The Greeks have ſeveral Churches in this 
Iſland, .but the People are vefty Superſtitious and 
odd in their Devotions, ſtrowing Flowers, and 
rowling in them; but the Latins who have likewiſe 
Churches there, are more Civilized, and proceed

"The other 
Obelisk is of Free Stone, ſharp pointed like a Pi- 
ramid, and being much worn by time, has no In- 
ſcription on it to be diſcerned. 
ear theſe ſtands a Brazen Piller of conſiderable 
heighth, commonly called rhe Serpentine Coturan, 
e it appears like three Serpents wreathed or 
twiſted together, their Tails faſtned to the ground, 
and at the top it has 2 gapeing Mouths ; and it 1s 
the common opinion, that this Pillar was fer up in 
remembrance of 2 Serpents, who in Ancient times 
waſted the confines of the City, till. the Emperor 
Leo Haurus by Magick Art drew them into a great 
Ditch in the middle of the Hypyodrome, who were 
killed oy ng up the Ditch with Stones and Earth. 
In this ity there are two other Columns, one cal- 
led the Hiſtorical, and the other the Burnt Co- 
lumn, the latter being defaced by Fire, but nei- 
ther of them being much remarkable, I paſs them 
over, yet adjoyning to them there is a Court where 
the Archers Exerci e, and.the Turks are very exact 
in ſhooting, for I ſee them ſtick their Arrows one 
after another in the circumference of half a Crown, 
at 100 Paces. 
| The next thing of Note my curioſity led me to 
vilit was, Santa Sophia, the- principal Moſque in 
the City; it has ſeveral Doors that lead into a Por- 
tico that gives entrance into the Moſque, which 18 
120 Paces in Length, and $80 in breadth, having 
ſquare Walls, but the Vault or Roof is round, fo 
Artificially contrived, that the Frame is ſupported 


without Columns, though there are many rowsof 


Columns, which only a ro ſupport the weight 
of two Galleries, VA Ve ghced 0 that they prove 
very Ornamental, being 3 © on each fide, about 16 
Foot high, of bard polliſhed Stone ; howevess _

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length of Time has made none Clefts and Chinks 
inn them. "The Vault of the Moſque retains much 
| of its Ancient Beauty, as being adorned with cu. 
rious Moſaick Work, conſiſting of ſmall guilt Stones 
{þ neatly joyned, that they after ſo many Ages re- 
main almoſt perfe& ; andat the four Corners where 
the Vault begins, in Mofaick Work, are the Fi. 
gires of the four Beaſts mentioned in the Apocalyps, 
yet Turks who pretendto abhor Images have ſome. 
what defaced them, as they have the Figure of our 
-Saviour, which is over the Principal Door: He is 
repreſented fitting on a Throne, $iving BenediQ- 
to one that proſtrates before him; the eq of the 
Virgin Mary appears on the Right Hand; and ina 
Baſs-Relief the Holy Ghoſt is repreſented in the 
F _— a Dove, which they have not atall de- 
aced. | 

There is to be ſeen the Tomb of the Renowned 
Emperor Conſtantine 1n this ſtately Structure, in for- 
mer times a Chriſtian Church ; it is a Grey Stone, 
8 Foot long, and 4, over, and the Turks hold it 
in remembrance of that worthy Emperor of great 
Eſteem. "This Moſque or Temple is paved with 
curious Marble covered with - Mats, to -abate the 
coldneſs of the Stone . when they proſtrate them- 
ſelves, for the Turks are fo devourly ſuperſtitious, 
that rhey putof theirBarbouches, or Shooes, when 
they enter their Moſques. There are alſo ro be 
ſeen the ruins of other fine Paintings and Images, 

partly deluced by the Turks, and partly by Time.

- Gate, and that is ſurrounded by a Portico of extra- 
_ ordinary heighth, paved with white and black 


Marble, ſupported by 64 Pillars of Red Mar- 
ble; the Plarform is Cline with Painting and 
Figures after the Turkiſh manner, This Portico is 
covered with _ little Domes, and a very large 
one in the middle higher than the reſt, the whole 
Structure being very curious Work covered with 
Lead; there are four Turrets at the four Corners of 
the Buidling, called Minarets, {lender, but very high, 
with Balconies round them, ſtanding like May- 
pon with Crefſents on the Globes, and winding- 

airs, juſt _ for the Mueſans to creep up wit 
their loud Bawlings to call the People to Prayers, 
for they have no Bells, where clapping their hands 
on their Ears, they go round the 'T urret in the Bal- 
comes, and when they cry their Voices are heard 
ay far.

T HE Turks believe that after any Perſon is Dead 
and layed in the Grave, the Angels come to 
examine them, and that they have Angels to guard 
them in their Life time, every one being appointed 
to a particular Member; and when they take up 
any piece of Paper in the Street, leaſt the Name of 
Gad ſhould be writ on it, they will not take it a- 
long with them, for fear of purting it to prophane 
Uſes, bur ſtick it on the next Wall, ſo that the 
Cranies are often found ſtuck full of them; yet they 
will Swear by the Name of God, but ir is to whar 
is Truth, for otherways they are looked on as [gno- 
minious, and Infdeſs. As to their Belict, they 
bold that divers Beaſts go to Paradiſe, as the Camel 
of Seleb; (one of their Prophets) the Ramof 4bra- 
ham, offered up in Sacrifice; the Cow -of Mo/es, 
whoſe Aſhes was mingled with the Water of Puri- 
hication, which ſeems tobe the Golden Calf in 17 
eb; Sclemon's Ant; the Parrot of the Queen of 
Sheba. Theyallo believe Fona;*s Whale that caſt him 
on dry Land,. and Mahemer's Aſs ſhall be there like- 
wiſe; fourSleepers, and a little Dog, who led them 
toa Cave in time of Perſecution, where ey {lepr 
200 Years, which ſeemed to them bur as one Night, 
for one of then. going to buy Victuals when they 
awaked with Antiquated Money, the time was dil- 
covered by the Date of the Coin. They hoid in

Aker this the Pilgrims go to Medina, to viſit Ma-

expreiling the Namies of -G OD, and Mahomet, Oc. 
The Door, by which one enters into the Gallery, 
is Silver, and fo is that which goes out of the Gal- 
lcry into the Turbe.

After I had tarticd here $ Days, I found a Veſ:

of that anciently Famed Country, which enticed 
me to lay hold on the o nity of being an Eye- 
Witneſs, of what had been almoſt every where 
ſpoke of it, ſo.embarked with my Baggage, and in 
two Days came to an Anchor in the Port, or Road 
of Chio, a very. fine Iſland, :moſtly inhabited by 
Grecks: There sabundance of Maſtick Trees, 
which yield the OQwners-great advantage ; they 
grow crooked, Jike a Vine, and __ yy. the 
Gum, called ick, at a certain Seaſon, flows 
from them, and isthe beſt thax is to be found.

Having recruited our Provihons here, it being 
July, go oe har the danger of the Semzel, or inte 
ftious Wind, which arifes about this time, kills 
many that "Travel by Land. I, 2nd ſome of the 
Co y, paſſed by Water on a Keleck, or a kin 
of a Float, Efined on a great many Leather Baggz, 
filled full of Wind; but ro would not ſuffer us to 
carry any Wine on Board, oolifhly fancying, that 
it would fink their Boat; and in this we did wiſely, 
for we afterwards heard of many that paſſed by 
Land, who were not accuſtomed to that Wind, di- 
ed, being ſtifled or Poyſoned with the infectious 

ir.. In our Paſſage we faw many Towns and Vil- 
lages; and Men, Women, and Cartle were ſwim- 
ing their Paſſage over the River. In the Night we 
heard the Lions Roar on either Hand, which made 
us keep from the Shoar, leaſt, they ſhould leap into 
our Kelechs, though the Natives would perſwade 
us, they were afraid of a Man, and that rhe 4ravs 
uſually purſued and killed them with a Staff ; but 
we thought fit nor to lay too much ſtreſs upon this, 
for ] had heard in Moſul, that many who had ſtrag- 
led from the Caravans, had been ſhaped by them, 
for they rove in great numbers, and Fire-Arms are 
the beſt defence againft them ; beſides, we were 
forced to ſtand on our. Guard, for fear of the 
Thieyeiſh 4rabs, who often get aboard by fwiming, 
and furpriſfe theſe Kelechs, nor did they fail to A- 

us, but when we efpied them, they Dived, 

and got to: Shoar, and by that means eſcaped our 
Jas ve at mw: But to by vet, at laſt we 
1c tO Bagdad, is is a long Town, lying 0N 
re River: "The firſt thing hl odoary 1s the Ca- 
, bo the ſide of the River, on the left Hand, and 
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fecms to be very well Fortified. It is built of 
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' of Nephea in their Lamps, it being plentiful in their 
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curious white Stone, though the generality of the 
Houſes in the Town are low and inconſiderable; it 
is very ſtrong on the Land-fide, and in circuit Large, 
requiring at leaſt rwo Hours to compaſs it, at a 
moderate pace on Foot ; there are lovely Bagnios, 
and fair Bazars in it. It was Founded by the Per- 
fians, bur taken from them by the Turks, and has a 
Baſſa for their Governor. It ſtands advantageous 
enough on the Tygrs, but ts thinly Peopled, by rea- 
fon of the Licentiouſneſs of the Soldiers, who are 
ſcarcely under any Command. is 

It is extream Hot in this place in the Summer 
time, as 1n all others of the ſame Latitude. There 


| are but few Fruit Trees hereabouts, but ever

Borders. They often ſend their Exprefles from

I ind Sm a Caravan, moſtly conſiſting of Per- 
fans, bound for Hamaden in Perſia ; this opportu- 
nity I andothers embraced, though we found rhe 
Retinue did not exceed fixty, Nender! Armed, 
and moſtly without Tents, appearing reſolute and 
har dy;and pailingC araniuocaps leaving on the left the 
Perſian TowerAdgdadom Coulaſu, we came near Lock- 
man Hikin, and encamped there all Day, where the 
Chakales entertained us with Muſick: From thence 
we Marched, and Lodged ina Village, called Axcube, 
under the pleaſant Shade of divers ſpreading Palm- 
Trees, and fo proceeded Eaſtward to Harounia, 
where are many pleaſant Gardens, and paiting by 


| Afdiga and Immanizcker, and many other Villages, 


we were informed the Arabs lay in wait for us 1n 
the narrow Paſſes, which cauſed us to get 15 Jani- 
aries well Armed; but we needed them not, mcet- 
ng with no oppoſition, for we fafely -2rrived at 
Mendeli, the utmoſt bounds of the. Turks, 0n the 


Frontiers of Perſia : It is a little Town and Caſtle 
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among Palm-Trees, made with Mud and Clay, and 
here we reſted ſome time, 
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CHAP. VI. 


Travels into Perſia, and a particular Acs 
count of the Places, and what occured in 
the way to Iſpahan, the Metropolis of the 
Kingdom. | 


T HE famous Kingdom of Perfizs, ſo much Re- 
nowned in Hiſtory, is the Ancienteſt Monar- 
chy now known in  & World, having, for the 
moſt part, had an interrupted Succeſlion of Kings, 
who have Govern'd that vaſt Region Valliantly, in 
wiſe Condu&t, and much Glory. ; 

It is bounded on the Eaſt with the great River 
Indus, on the South with the main Ocean, | on the 
North with the Caſpian-Sea, and on the Welt with 
the Tygris and Perfien:Gulf and is divided into 11 
Provinces, viz. Perfis, now called Far, Suſiana, C4 
ramania, Gedroſſo, Drangiania, Irica, Arachoſſa, Pa- 
rapomiſus, Seccha, Hircania, and Ormus ; all very 
large, and moſt of them Fertile. 

the confines of this Kingdom, we found Men 
. Armed with Bows and Quivers, who ſtopped us, 
becauſe we were advanced before rhe Caravan, but 
being certified that we belonged to it, they let us 
pa. Theſe are the King's Officers, ſer on the 
oads to examine Strangers, thereby to prevenr 
Spysand Robbers entring into the Councry, 4n0 are 
upon moſt Roads, having a pretty good Sallary out 
of the Treafury for their diligence ; and they gfl 
much Money of Paſſengers. 
_ Having paſſed theſe Men, we Travelled fome- 
funes overPlains, then Hills, and then into Plains 
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| and 
WV cher Hand a very fruitful Country, and the 
Prrfien's Houſes, many of them being made of Cane, 
and built ſtraglingly here and there; we often chang- 
ed the Point, ſometimes North, or Eaſt, or South- 
Faſt, as the way led us, till we came by a Village 
of Cures, called Nan ; the Hills about” it were cq- 
vered with Turpentine, and wild Cheſnut-T rees; 
the Waters bordered with Agnus Caſtus, and Roſfe- 
Laurels. Here the Weather altered, for it was 
very Cold in compariſon of the Hot Countries we 
ed before. From hence we paſſed to a Vil- 
lage, called Chepgiafer, it is compoſed of ſtragling 
Houſes, of rough Stone, Earth, Cane, and Reeds, 
covered with green Branches; the farmer are their 
Summer-Houles, and the latter their Winter-Houſes, 
Their Moſques in this place are built of rough 
Stone and Earth, and on the way therg are many 
Kervanſerajs commadious to Inn at, very fine for 
the moſt part, being beautifhed with a kind of black 
None, ſome poliſhed and ſome rough ; but pailing 
on through a vaſt track of Country, we came to 
Hamadan, to which place the Caravan was bound. 
Hamadan is a large Town, but in many places of 
it void ſpaces, there gens Poa wy Gardens and 
Ploughed Fields within the Walls; the Houſes are 
State A yet built of Brick baked in the Sun : It has 
one fair Street, where they ſell Stuffs and Cloaths 
ready made; ithas many Shops in it, and lies near 
the Bexeſtein which is little, but well compacted ; 
and indeed it is a Town of a pretty Trade, many 
Carayans coming thither out of Turkey, and other 
parts, to buy and fell Merchandize, . though the 
Air Water are unwholſome, and no Wine to 
be found, fo that I was very ill there, which made 
me haſten to be gone to a more agreeable Air. It is 
Commanded by a Cham, under the King of Perſia, 
who is the fame there, as a Baſſa in Turkey. The 
Armenians have a Church here, but keep it in no 
good Order: To this and other Chams the King e- 


Very Year ſends a Rich Veſt, who go gut by 
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Gate to receive it, and return with it on, withont + 
ny other Ceremony, then being attended by the 
chief Men of the place on Horſeback, and this is 
uſually Cloth of Gold. 

From hence we took Mules with our Lading, for 
five Abaſis a piece, and one of theſe will carry 600 
weight, if need requires it ; and fo taking leave of 
thoſe of the Caravan that ſtaid to negotiate their 
Aﬀairs, we fet forward for Ypabae the Regal City 
of Perſia, and Metropolis of the Kingdom, ina ve- 
ry ſtrong Troop; for though ſuch care has been ta- 
ken, that Robberjes are leſs frequented in Pſi: 
than in Turkey, yet it is prudence, however, to be 
armed againſt Dan &r, and paſling early in the 
Morning through the King's Gate, fo called, be- 
cauſe it looks towards the Ro City: We Travel. 
ed over Hills and Downs, the way often altering, 
from good to bad, till we came ro the Townot 
Niſchar, where we refreſhed our ſelves in a ruinou: 
Kervanſerai, on the Ground, where Carpets were 
ſpread, and drank Water out of a leathern Jugs, 
called there a Matera: From thence we Marched 
along the River ſide, and came to lodg at another 
Village called Boulouſch K:ſar, andthe next Day en- 
camped under 'Trees near Haran, another Village, 
where we were warned by our Muliters, to keep a 

ood Guard in the Night time, for they told us, 
pys had been amongſt us thar Day, to vilit our 
Arms, and fee how we were provided ; but whe- 
ther they liked them not, or ſtood in fear, I know 
not; but certain it is, we had there no diſturbance. 

Early in the Morning we marched again, and 
paſſed by ſeveral pleafant Villages and Gardens, 
and foarding the little River Dizava, 'we came t0 4 
Town of that Name, lying amongſt Gardens, in a 
ſpacious Plain, and here we had a plentiful ſhower 
of Rain, which was the firſt, except a little mizling

fo by « long Journey, taking in our way Sari, Debi- 
le, Mouchaſaba Machat, ed GAL Angovan, 
Agatch, or Farſangs, Nichova, Fagaſun, Ithua, Ghu-

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paigan, Arbane, Deba, little Villages, and Towns 
of no great Nore, and pailing by divers Kervan- 
ſerais, we cam2 to 1/pahan, having ſeen by the way 
ſeveral Antelopes, 2a great Beaſt, between a Decr 
and a Goat, very ſiitt in running and climbing the 
Mountains.

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A Deſcription of Iſpahan, in what is curious 
and worthy of Remark in it. 


Þ «han, as I told you, is the Principality, and 
ſands in the Province of JIraca, part of the An- 
cient Parthia: Here the Air is Dry, Pleaſant, and 
more wholſome than in many other parts, which is 
one main Reafon the King ufually keeps his Court 
here. This City was Anciently called, Heearompolzs, 
being Recorded to have had 100 Gates. Ir is beiu- 
tified with Walls of a great heighth, builr of a 
red kind of a Marble ; and though the Houſes are 
very Stately, they are builr with Brick baked in the 
Wn, daubed over with a fine Clay, mingled with 
Yaw, and white caſt over with a very fine Plailter, 
which is made of a Stone got out of the Neighbour- 
mg Mountains -and burned to that whiteneſs, this 
Plaiſteris the third part of the Charge of building 4 
Houſe ; they burn their Tiles indeed in a Kiln,.but 
they are not (o laſting as ours. There is in this Ci- 
many very ſtately Moſques, curiouſly adorned : 
d{undry Pallaces, Seraglios, and Buildings of 
| x/ my nity, but many of the moſt Ancient are 

OUS, e Perſians take great delight in their 
Houſes, keeping them very neat, and adorning 
them with curious Paintings, Carpets, and Tape- 
iy; forin thele, and their Gardens, feem,to con- 


*% 
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fiſt their greateſt Pride. The Walls of this City 
will take 5 or 6 Hours, at a pretty round pace, on 
Foot, to _— them»; becauſe, within them there 
are ſpacious Gardens, adorned with pleafant Floy. 
ers, and delicious Fruit-Trees, ſerved by Aqua 
ducts that run there in Chanels, watering and Fru. 
Ctitying the ſeveral quarters; and in thoſe Gardens 
are artihcial Mounts, bedded with Flowers and plex 
fant Summer-houſes on the top of them, ſhaded 
with Trees, beſides many ſtately Pallaces; and the 
uarter where theſe are, is called the New Town, 
Suburbs of this City are very large, and the 
Nobles have Pallaces in it, eſpecially in Go{fa, ly- 
porond the River Sendera, which is moſtly in- 
 habited by Armenians, tranſplanted by Sheba Abba, 
a Perfian Sultan, when he utterly razed their Town 
of that Name in Armenia. About this great City 
are cantoned People of divers other Nations; and 
there is hardly any Country in Europe, Aſia, or 4- 
rica, but there are Natives of them to be found 


ere. 

In this City there are many Squares, which ren- 
der it lovely ; the greateſt of which, is that of Mzi- 
dan; 1t has re Fiawns's, and is about 7 00 com- 
mon Paces in length, and near 200 in breadth ; it 
1s built round, and the Houſes are all in the form 
of Porticoes; over them is a ſecond range of Arches, 
more backward, and theſe ſerve for Galleries and 
\ Paſlages, the Houſes being all of an equal heighth, 
give a curious Proſpe& : "There is a pleaſant Canal 
near it, bordered with Palm-Trees, and fed by 3 
Spring, at the end of which is a Bell, {aid ro be 
raken out of aNunnery in Ormus, with this Inſcrip- 
non, Ave Maria Gratia plena, Hail Mary full of 
Grace. Hither the Muſicians reſort, there being a 
Gallery, and ſound ſeveral Inftruments to divert 
the People, eſpecially in the Night time, and a- 
others, a 'Trumpet of Copper, which is 8 
Foot long, making a ſtrong hoars found, and may 
be heard in a ſtill Night all over the City, being al- 
moſt in proportion, like a ſpeaking Tres.

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ly I Paſlingon tothe Right, or Weſt fide, is the Gate 
n BW of 4h, their great Propher ; on the Threſhold of it, 
re WW which is a round Stone, the Perſians, out of a Ve- 
"- I neration for the phos will not tread on; and if 
Malefators can eſcape into the Court beyond it, or 
in the King's Stables, or Kitchin, they are in a 
Sanctuary, none daring to removethem from thence. 
This Gate is plain, and guarded by Sohes-men of 
great account there, and many Per/7ans out of De- 
votion, kneel and kiſsthe 'Threeſhold &'er they paſs 
over it. | 
The Street of Techebarbag, or the four Gardens, 
is very large, near 100 Paces broad, and about 2 
Ialion Miles in length: There is a by way into it 
from the King's Pallace, ro narrow Paſlages 
as it were a Curtain; its watered with a Canal, and 
adorned with ſhadowing Plan-Trees, being divided 
by the River Senderu, over which is a curious Bridge 
of Stone, with a Gallery, covered and raiſed a- 
bove the Level for Foot Paſſengers; its about 300 
Paces long, and 20 broad, founded on many Ar- 
ches, ſome Brick, edged with Free-Stone, and others 
all of Stone. Over the Gallery there is a Platform, 
giving a fine Proſpect of the River, and other 
places, the Gallery ſerves likewiſe for a Horſe-way 
inthe Winter, for then the overflowing of the R1- 
ver fills up the middle of the Bridge, and renders 
it a kind of a Canal, The Gates of the King's 
Pallace, and the Front of it, gives a good Profpet 
as do the Moſques, being adorned with Domes, 
other -Beautifyings; but the Chriſtians are forbid- 
den to enter, under the Penalty of groſs affronts, 
not a good Cudgeling, though ſomeof them our of 
curioſity do itin Perſzan Habits, mingling themſelye3 
with the reſt, and ſo paſs undiſtinguiſhed, amongſt - 
which I took my. Lot, and ſaw their curious Ciel- 
ings, Paintings, Moſaick-Work, fine Marble, and 
many-other curious things. As for their Burying- 
es they are- without the City, and ſo they are 
in all the Cities of Perſia., 
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They have a curious way to fecure the hot Air 
in ſultry Weather, viz. They have on the tops of 
their Houſes a Wall a ut 2 Fathom high, and x; 
much in breadth, to which, at the intervals of ,. 
ther Walls of about a Foot broad, and as high a; 
the firſt, are joyned in right Angels, and theſe are 
covered with a Roof, ſo that let the Wind bloy 
which way it will, the Air being prelled berween 

Walls, 1s driven through a hole in the Roof of 
the Houſe, and diffuſes cool breathings, but in Win 
ter this hole isſtopped. 
This City 18 full of Artiſts, and each Company 
pays the Binge certain Sum, which they raiſe again 
upon all the Crafts, and they are very dextrous in 
their ſeveral Handicrafts, in which, principally, 
conſiſts the riches of the Kingdom. 

In the King's Court the Twrki/b Language is moſt- 
ly ſpoke, but much differing from what 1s ſpoke at 
Conſtantinople ; this diſtinguiſhes the Courtiers from 
thereſt of the People, and gives them certain Au- 
thorities and Preeminencies they affect, for they co- 
vet Honour above all things, and are profuſe in 
their Diet, Habit, Houſes, and Equipages, which 
renders many Noble Families Poor. eir Equi- 
page in. Travelling is extraordinary, They ſmoak 
much Tobacco, and uſually do it through a Veſſel 
of Water. Their Games are chiefly Cheſs, and 
Draughts, which they uſe in their Viſits. There 
are amongſt them a reat many Mathemarticians, 
and Aſtrologers, and the King mainrains many hun- 
dreds of them liberally, though moſt of them ap- 
Fear to be vety 1 t: However, theſe are their 
chief Studies, They have alſo Dreamers amoMg 
them, who pretend' to fee aniforetel things that

a Man has killed another, the Widow, or next

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are more cruel herethan the Men; and though they 
often compound, yet the Relations. that are not 
conſenting to it, will privately revenge the Blood 
of their Friend; concluding, their: Honour ſuffers 
if the Murtherer eſcapes unpuniſhed. 

If any one has been Robbed, he muſt make a pre- 
ſent to the Deropga, who is the ſame in Ofhce, with 
the Sons, or Sub-Baſſa, in the Turkiſh Government. 
He ſends his Men abroad to take up ſuſpeRed Per- 
ſons, and puts them to the Rack to make them con- 
feſs. andif the Goods be recovered, he rakes a tenth, 
and ſometimes a ſixth part; but he ſeems to þe 
kinder to the Franks, taking only a preſent of them, 
though may times by concealing the diſcovery, he 
cheats them of all. 

As for the Habits of the Perſizns, they 2re more 

audy than ſubſtantial or laſting, generally waring 
wer'd Silks, or Callicoes, quiltcd Coats, and the 
like, having a flowing loofe Garment over a cloſe 
Coat, or Waſtcoat, with a Girdle ; their Drawers 
down to their Heels, their Stockings are of Cloth, 
wide and big; their Shoos are like Womens Slip- 
ro with high Heels, peaked at the "Toes with a 
bitof Iron, bur fo ſhort, that moſt part of the Heel 
hangs over, though they ſtick cloſe, and are 
covered wirh Shagreen. They ware Turbans very 
large, and of divers colours, except the Moulla's, 
who are Priviledged to wear them white, though 
the Perſians ware Caps with little Turbans about 
them, and the better ſort have them embroidered 
with Gold and Silver. They take a Pride to have 
every piece of their Apparrel of a different colour, 


and afteCt neatneſs. As for Rings, the Men, nay,- 


the King himſelf wears Silver ones, but the Wo- 
men thoſe of Gold, though they cannor give any 
reaſon for this diſtinftion. They paint their Hands, 
Sc. with a Dye, called Hanna, and will not ſutter 
their Beards to grow long, as the Turks do, for rhey 
clip them to 2 _ of an Inch, and take care to 


have large Muſtachoes.

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The Women go vailed all to their Eyes, and the 
Pridegoom never ſees his Bride bare. faced till the 
Wed wp. Be <3 They wear Gold Rings in their 
Noſes, their Noſtrils being boared for that purpoſe, 
which is a mark of Servitude, though they take it 
for a Pride, When they ride, they are placed on 
a Cammel, in Caſchave, whete they are as eaſie as 
in a Chair. They fit at their Banquets, and other: 
ways, as the Men do, qunteaged, on Carpets 
ſpread on the Ground, or on Cuſhions, and lie on 

ilts in their Smocks and Drawers, but have curi- 
ous fme painted Qoverlids over them. 

They eat but Iparingly, and wonder the Frans 
can cat Meat twice a Day, they doing it but once, 
and thenthey moſtly Boyl or Bake their Meats, not 
much approving of Roaſtmeat; nor indeed they 
do not eat much Fleſh; living moſtly on Rice-broth, 
Herbs, and Fruits, They ara Oyl of Napta m 
their Lampts, and in Winter have Stoves in their 
Houſes, which keeps them very warm. They 
Drink Wine, though they are prohibited it, and ma- 
ny times do it over plentifully; which makes them, 
as other Drunkards, quartell

Travels from Tſpahan to Ormus and Baflary, 
in the Perſian Gulf; with an Obſervation 
4 many Places and Things by the way, of

HAving ſtayed abour 4 Months at I{paban, 1 reſol- 
'ved to viſit Schiras, and took the opporrunity 


of a Caravan then ſetting out; we carly in the 
orning and journied South-eaſt, meeting in our 
way with large Plains very barren ; ſome of theſe 


produced Pieces of Salr Earth, made by the Salive 
part of the Ground, and *the working of. the Rain 
on it, and this being refined makes good Salt ; leav- 
phcle Plains, we encountered with Hills, very 
lt” to pals, becaul: though not high, they 

vere Rockey, and recy Vipgery, ſo that many of 
the Mules caſt their Burthens, which proved very

1n their Provinces, are as Abſolute as a King, and 
will havetheir Commands as ſtrictly obeyed. 

It will be in a manrier endleſs, to tell you allthe 
Vi Hills, Plains; Valleys, and Rivers by 
their Names, that we paſled in this longand tedious 
Journey, therefore, far brevity fake, in a tired-con- 
dition, I haſten as faſt as I can to Schirars. 

This City is the Metropalis of the Ancient Per- 
ſis; ſome will have it to be the Ancient Cyropolis; 
the Gates we enter'd at were very Fair and Stately, 
leading to abraad Street, tekdered! with Gardens,and 
at the end of it is a large Stone Baſon full of Water 
to refreſh Travellers; further there is a Bridge with 
; Arches, under which runs a ſmall River, and a 

ttle beyond a covered Bazar; .and though this 
Srrect is yery fair and long, it is accounted only the 
Suburbta the City, It lies in a pleaſant fertile Plain 
at the Eaſt of it, where i a linle Hill covered with 
Orange and Lemon Trees, intermixed with Cyprel- 
fes : It lies from North to South, and is about two 
Hours walk in Circumference, It has man fair 
Moſques, and a Colledge in it: There are Sallaries 
allowed ro divers Learned Men in the latter, to 
teach Theology, Philoſophy, and Phyſick, and 
lomerimesthere are 4, or 5009 Students in the it: The

—__ Saphires, | 

_1 he Gardens are exceeding pleaſant, adorned 
with Fruits, Flowers, Canals, Fountains, and Sum- 
mer-Houſes, on little raiſed Mounts, but many of 
the Houſes are ruinous, for the Perſians are very Su- 
pinem repairing decayed Fabricks. 

Thisis a Ciry ge Trade, in compariſon of 
many others, by alon the Indian Merchants bring 
the rich Commodities of that Country hither. There 
i a Well df a yaſt depth and circumference, into

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which they throw Women convicted of Adultery, 
and thete falſer chem miſerably to Periſh ; it Dove 
all our of a hard Rock. A little diſtant there is a 
ately Moſque, and in it the Tomb of Scheik Sads, 
an excellent Perſsan Poet, whom they Honour as 
a Saint: There is a Well not far from this, and a 
Steam running under it, full of Fiſh, which none 
may take on pain of Death, unleſs the Derviſh who 
Jools after it, connive at them, which he will do for 
a little preſent, and keep off all Spies, by pretending 
there are Women in the Wells, and then the Men 
run away as from ſome fearful Monſter. One goes

There is much Glaſs made in this City ; they make 
a Glaſs Bottle, called a Caraba, that will hold neax 
20 Quarts, covering them with Cane, or Straw; 
and here is to be found the beſt Wine in the King- 
dom; they have abundance of Capers, plenty of 
Roſe-Water, and preſerve Grapes for the whole 
Year, A Vizar Governs here as the King's Farmer, 
and pays yearly 1000 Tomans, amounting to

We ſtayed here but 2, Days, and then ſet our for 
Ler, in our way to Bender, and paſſing over Plains, 
Hills, and Rivers, meeting by the way whole Fami- 
lesof Arabs driving their Cattle, we arrived there.

As for Perſia in General, it is envixoned with 
Mountains and Barren Defarts, which are main 
Bulworks againſt the attempts of powerful Enc- 
mies. 'Their is a ſcarcity of Money, which is one 
main reaſon they cannot ſet a great Army on Foot 
in fo vaſt a Country : and this, I think, procecds 
from the ſmallneſs 'of Trade, for the Perſians are 
not very induſtrious, all of them ſtanding much on 
points of Honour. There are few or no Fruit-T rees 
to be found but in Gardens; and in moſt places the 
Water is bad, and Wood exceeding ſcarce in almoſt 
allthe Provinces. Their chief ManufaRture is Silk, 
and ſome Stuffs. There is abundance of Liquorice 
Fong almoſt every where, but little of it fer.

" age to the Indie:, it will not be amiſs to enter- 
tain you with a bricf Relation of Ethiopia, or the 
Country of Abyſſms, which I had of a French Gentlc- 
man [ here, who had Trravelled in that vall 
Country, and lived ſome time in the Court; and this 
I rhe rather ſer down, becauſe I know nor whether 
I ſhall ever Travel into that famed Country, yet |

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they declined to tell me, though I afterward under-_ 
ſtood, they had bought it for 16000 Roupies when 
it wasin 4 bad condition, and repairing it they put 
up 4rmexian Colours, and had 3 Paſsports to indem- 
be them from The Europeans that have FaGQtorics in 
India, Oar Cargo conſiſted of ſuch things as could 
not be vended at Baſſora, as Indico, Cloth, Dates; 
Cheſts of Glaſs, Venetian Looking-Glaſles, and a 
good quantity of Money to buy Tadian Commodi- 
ties. I hired a Cabin, and laid in Proviqon and 
Water, fearing in ſo hot a Voyage, the latter mighr 
grow ſcarce; and it, was not without precaution, tor 
hed 6! jos Setting Sail, and getting clear of 
che Iſlands, we ſteered South-weſt, and had Warer, 
at 5, and 8 Fathom, 2 Men being continually 
heaving the Lead, leaſt we ſhould fall on Shaliowvs, 
or Rocks that are under Water near the Shoar. 

It will be endleſs 'to tell you the often ſhifting of 
the Wind, the Calms we had, and the Tackings 
we made; therefore, 'let me fay with ſome dithcul- 
ty we got to the If{land of Carek, the firſt place the 
Ship defigned to 'Traffick at. "This Iſland reaches 
in length, from South-eaſt ro North-weſt, is very 
narrow about 3 or 4 leagues in circumference, and

thor, and ſteered away South South-eaft with a ve. 
ry gentle Wind, but were ſoon becalmed for many 
Hours; then ſprung up an Eafterly Wind, and we 
ſtood away to'the South, and ſobn had the Iſle of 
Riſcher on our Larboard, which 1s very near the 
main Land, and makes' a little Port, called Bender. 
Riſcher, which ' is' guarded by a Fort. and omg 
away, We came up with the l{land of C oucher, an 
ef it on our+Larboard; this I{land' is large, and 
indiftcrent Fruitful; and fo Sailing on, paſſed Cape 
* Verdeftan at J' or 4 Leagues diſtance; and as we 
Sailed, we had often a fait viewof the main Land 
of Perſia, eſpecially where it lay high and Moun- 
tainous ; but before we' canie to the Iſland of Li 
we loſt our Long-Boat, which was a great difap- 
pointment to us. k 

Lar 18 a little Defart I{}and, bearing nothing but a 
few 'Trees at the Weſt North-weſt end ot it; we 
paſſed by this; - and the next that preſented was 4n- 
dravia, a little low Ifland near the main Land ; and 
patling by we had Kzes, another {land to the South- 

'elt; it is indifferently Inhabited, the Houſes ly- 
ing up and down in it; but Coafting Palo 
and leaving Mount Sennas on the Main Lan 
ro the Larboard, we made Congo, a little 
Town inthe Kingdom of Perſia, 27 Degrees, 15 
Minutes North Latitude ; it ſtands on the Sea-{ide, 
nezr the Foot of a black Rock rhar ſhelter the Town 
from the North Winds, and behind there is a white 
Rock, or Hill, 'and many ſuch along the Coaſt. 
The Town lies from Weſt North-weſt, to Eaſt 
South-eaſt, and is defended by a little Caſtle, where 
2 pieces of Canion are mounred,and has a fate Road 
for Shipping to Ride in, though they are very much 
tofled in high Winds, -about it are 5 Gardens reple- 
niſhed with Fruit-Trees, as Figs, Lemons, Quinces, 
Oranges, - Pears, &c.' ,Large Pomgranartes, Mel- 
lons, and Palm-Trecs; there are alſo the Indian 
Mangoes; they have. Schiras-Wine, and Brandy, 
made of Dates; there are near it Hills, Pooh 
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Giphur, which is dug and tranſported to-the Indies» 
Sar is eaſie, half of 'it belonging tq the 
King af Portugal by Agreement, beſide five Horſes 
the King of Perſia preſents him every Year; and to 
this end there is a Portugur/e Agent reſiding in the 
Town, who h:s the Colours of that Nation on the 
Tarras of his Houſe. 

Leaving this place after the ſale of ſome Goods, 
and taking in others, we ſet Sail for Sindy, bein 
the firſt Town of India, where the River Indus df 
charges it ſelf into the Sea; but here we narrowly 
eſcaped grey into the hands of the Zinganes, 2 
fort of Indian Pirates, who lie with their Boats be- 
hind the Rocks, to ſurprize Veſſels as they come 
near them, and if they board a Ship, in the firſt 

till they have maſtered and ſecured the Prize, 
they put all to the Sword, and the reſt they Lame, 
of caring the Sinew above the Heel, and make 
Slaves to keep their Cattle ; they fo uſe them 
to prevent their running away: Their Arms are 
"7 Swords, and Arrows, therefore our watchful- 

&ls, and the fire of our great Guns made them re- 
tre again among the Rocks, ſo ſoon as they prepa- 
red to-attack us. But having liule ro do here, we 
{et Sail for Sura, having now on Board us, by ta- 
ting in many Paſſengers 116 Souls, and pailing 
many nds, and ſome Promontories. came 
to Nueſchimo, a large low Iiland, 16 that Sailing by 
it one may ſee the Mountains of the main Land 
over it ; it lies from Eaſt to Weſt 2o Leagues in 
length, but indifferent in breadth.

' . Sailing from hence, in alittle rime, we had the 
WHle of Angom to the North. eaſt, and on the South- 
eaſt a Port of Arabia Felix, called Fulfer, ro which 
mary Indian Barks come to buy Dutcs and Pear], 
the latter being fiſhed all along the Coaſt from My/- 
cat to Babrem, and bring European Money to pur- 
chaſe them. The next that ſtood with us were the 

# Iſles of Salame; theſe are four Rocks over-againf 
Cape Me/anden, one of them bigger than the rel! 
riling a little into a point, there is a dangerous Cha- 
nel paſling between them, all Rock ar the bottom, 
ſo that many adventuring to paſs it have been caſt a- 


way. 

Havida paſſed theſe, we met with great ſtorms 
of Hail, accompanied with prodigious Thunders 
2nd Lightning, infomuch, that the Sea ſeemed to 
be all on Fire. "This made us furl our Sails, and 
though the Air on Head of us was as dark as Night, 
there appeared a Rainbow on our Starboard. 

Upon the breaking of this, Storm prodigious 
Spouts began to riſe out of the Sea to our Lar- 
voard, and at length, encreafed almoſt on all ſid: 
of us, ſome being very. near, which put us intoa 
conſiderable fright, leaſt falling on our Ship they 
thould ſink ir, they being extraordinary large, inlo- 
much, thar all affirmed they had nor ſeen the like 
% in their Lives, fo that all Hands were employed to 
| ſecure the Ship as well as might be, from the threat- 
ning danger, tor we as good as gave our ſelves to be 
loſt; however, truſting in the OFearor of all things, 

taking to my ſcif more Courage than ordinary, 
I rook a view of theſe watery Prodigics: The fit 
that appeared was about a Mugket-ſhot from us, 4 
we were ſicering North-eaſt, and before it roſe, the 
Water in that place boiled up prodigiouſly, more 
than a Foot above the ſurface of the Sea, foaming 
poking whitiſh, and over it ſomething repre- 
ſenting a; bl; ck Stnoak. (which the Banians nw 5 
I al 
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faid was the Devil fuckingup Water todrown them.) 
This made a burrying noiſe like-a Torrent running . 
ina Valley, mixed with a hutling like that of Ser- 
pents, or Gees. A lirtle after appeared a dark puff 
of ſteem, this ſeemed tro be a Pipe as big as ones 
Finger, the noiſe continuing, this tapered as it were 
upto the Clouds, and the light put ir out of our 
ſo that we knew that Spout was ſpent ; but 
there was another to the Sourhward of us, 
which began in the fame manner as the former, ſoon 
after another to the Weſtward, and another to the 
fide of the ſecond, the moſt remote of the three ; 
and all theſe appeared like ſo many bundlesof Straw, 
a Foot and an half, or two Foot above the ſurface 
of the Water, ſmoaking to appearance exceedingly, 
making the ſame noile as the firſt. A little while 
after I perceived ſumany Pipes reaching down from 
the Clouds upon thefe Riſes and every one of 
them had a large end joyning to the Cloud, wide- 
ning like the end of a 'Trumpet, and the lower end 
reſembled the Tat, or Dug of a Beaſt, ſtretched 
perpendicularly dowa by the torce of ſome weight. 
Theſe Pipes appeared to be of a paleiſh White, 
which I conje&ture was the Water in them, for no 
doubt they were formed before they drew it up, and 
being emptied diſappearcd ; for though the Pipes 
deſcended ſmall, ſwelled with the Water they grew 
lirger, tothe thicknets of a Man's Arm, or more. 
Theſe Spouts are dangerous things, for falling on 
2 Ship they entangle rhe Sails, and1ift her up, then 
leting her tall again {ik her if ſhe be ſmall, but if 
the Ship be too heavy to be lifted, they ſplit the 
, and emptying a vaſt quantity of Water into 
er with a violent force, fink her, and thus I be- 
heve Ships have been loſt, Sailing in thofe, and 9- 
ther Seas where Spours are, and fo going down in a 
Minute or two, have never beer heard of, Some 
that were on Board brought a large black handled 
Knife, to cut the Spouts at a diſtance. which Su- 
perſtitious Fancy is thus put in practice : One of 
the Ships company kneels _ by the Main-dat 7 
4243 
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and holding in one Hand a Knife with a black han. 
dle. he Reads the Goſpel of St. Fobn, and when he 
comes to- theſe Words, viz. The ord was made Fleſh, 
and dwells in us, he wrns to the Spout and cuts the 
Air a thwart, and then they hold the Spout, though 
'at a great diſtance, 1s cut, and lets down all ns 
Water with a great noiſe. But the Maſter looking 
on this filly fruitleſs Fancy as a piece of Conjurati- 
on, would nor Jet 1t be pur in praftice, In the Me- 
diterranean they ſhootCroſs bar ſhor at taem, which 
hitting. 18 more probable of the two to cut; how- 
ever, thcſe ſpent themſelves without doing us ny 
harm; and ar length, through infinite Mercy, we 
weathered the Storm which raged furiouſly all the 
time, and kept on our Courſe, having the main 
Land of Arabia on our Starboard, and on our Lar- 
board that part of Perſia called Mar/an, which 
- bore South-e::| of us, and we made particularly one 
Hill of Land ſhaped like a Sugar Loaf; and here, 
in November, December, and Fanuary, the Eaſt Winds 
commonly Reign, and therefore. ro go trom Perſe 
to India in a {ſhort time, the beſt Seaſon is March, 
April, and the beginning of May, for then the Mou- 
fon, or Trading Wind blows. However, we held 
on with the help of the Current, which from the 
end of Fuly to Fanyary ſets towards Or mus trom In- 
ls and from Fanuary till Fuly from Ormus towards 
IÞnaza. 
In our Paſſage another Storm ariſing, we ſw } 
new .Spouts, but they were at too great a diſtance 
us to apprehend much dangar. In our way, 
off Bembaceca, we overtook 2 Ships bound to Surat, 
as we were, but proving flow Siwlers, the Maſter 
would not ſtay for them, but reſolved to make the 
beſt of \his way, fo contrary to the. mind of the 


| Mate, we left them to Sail at their leiſure. 
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The Arrixal at Surat; a diſcription of that 
Town; the manner of the People ; Travels 
into the Indian Provinces, with Objerva- 
tions of what is Rare and Remarkable in 
. thevaſt Daminion of the Great Mogul. 


AFﬀrer many dangers in Coaſting Perſia, and a 
=> preat part of Arabia, we knew by the Snakes 
we faw at Sea, a kind of ſpungy Froth floating in 
great abundance onthe Water, which pricks, and 
makes the Hands of thoſe that touch it burn, thar 
we were not far from the main Land of India; we 
kept Sailing by many ſmall Iſlands, of which thoſe 
Xasare plenty, till we made Daman, a Town be- 
longing to the Portugueſes, who have ſtrengthened 
it with a conſiderable Fort: It lies in 20 Degrees 
North Latitude. From this Town to Cape Comorin 
82 range of very high Hills -_ the Coaſt, yer 
this Town has nv other Harbour bur a little Cha- 
vel which remains almoſt dry when the Tide is our. 

refreſhing our ſelves, we took the advantage 
of an Eaſterly Gale, and weighing Anchor bore a- 
bs Northward, having no more than hve Fathom 
and an halt Water in an Hours Sailing; but then 
fomng into deeper Water we Sailed more boldiy, 
and came up with the Bar of Surat, in 6 Fathom 
and an half Water : Here che Cuſtom-houſe-Offcers 
fame aboard us, and narrowly ſearch'd and view- 
edevery thing they had an opportunity to ſee ;' 2H, 
ter that Boats came to fetch If Jus Paſlengers and 
their Goods, and we'were had to the'Cuſtom-houle, 


ad again ſearched in a: very odd manner.-' The 
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entrance for Veſſels of Burthen ts very difficult, and 
we were a-ground twice before the Tide could cy. 
Ty us in: we paſſed then by the Caſtle of Surat on 
our Right i4and, and dropped our Anchor before 
the Cuſtom-Houſe. - h 

Thus being happily at Land, after a two Months 
troubleſome Voyage, I and others reſted and refreſh. 
ed our ſelves. e Bar, fo called, by reaſon of 
Sands, and is 6 French Leagues or more from $u. 
rat, yet their Ships of great Burthrn muſt unload 
before they can'\come up the River. 

Being impatient to fee Surar, of which I had 
heard ſo much diſcourſe at home. T went in a Boat 
on the River with divers other Paſſengers, but by 
reaſon of the Stream being againſt us, we were a 
confiderzble time &er we reached the Town; and 
the Cuſtom-houſe being open, upon the Signal gi- 
ven we came on Shoar, without which we might 
not do it: then palſling a large Court, we entered 
mto a Hall, where the Cuſtomer waitcd to have us 
ſearched. | 
. The manner of their ſearching, as I ſaid, is odd, 
and very ftrict, they making their ſearch from Head 
to Foor, feeling your Nakedneſs in every part, 
looking alſo into your Mouth, as if they would 
tell you your Age by your Teeth; and the Waiter 
demands of every Paſſenger, as his Fee, an She 
which is worth abaut 18d. and the Bark has half a 
Roupe, which is about 14d. a Head for my 
Paflenger. . If they knd one ſmugling in the leaſt, 
he is fined ſeverely, if not Caved. All the Baggage 
is brought into the Cuſtom-houſe ro be ſearched, 
and when thax is done, every one is called in his 
tura, to pay, and take them away for Money;

_ India is 8 very large Country, of which I ſhall 
fay ſomething, before I enter < n particulars. It 
3s bounded on the Weſt with fo River Indus, 0 
the Eaſt with Chema, on the North with Tartar), 9 
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the South with the Ocean; and is properly divided 
into two diviſions, vie. India intra Gangem, and In- 
dia extra Gangem ; the firſt contains nine Kingdoms, 
viz, Narſmge, Malavar, Ballafia, Cambaia, Mandao, 
Bengala, Ariftan, Comora, and Dellia, The ſecond, 

viz. Macine, Aracan, Couchin-Chian, Raram, 
Siam, Pegue, Malavar, The whole Country ſeems 
to: take nts denomination from the vaſt River [ndvs, 
which runs 1000 Miles &er it falls into the Sea ; 
and the Empire of the Great Mogul is the Prin- 
cpl, many of the others being perty Kings, ſome 
of them paying him Tribute, and his Territories 
are , y called' the Mogu/iſtan. The preſent 
Great Mogul is held ro deſcend direaly from the 
line of Tamarlan the Tartar, whole Succeffors ſerled 
in the Indies, and rook ro themſelves the Name of, 
Moguls, to diſtinguiſh them from thoſe to whom 
that Prince. left agalay, er/in, Coraffau, with o- 
ther Countries to be Govern'd after him; and they 
concluding this 'Name would contribute.ro the Glo- 
ry of the Family, becauſe the People would be the 
more eaſily berfnded they are of the Race of the 
great Ginguiſcen, the firlt Emperour of the Ancient 
Mozuls, It has been ſucceilively maintained for ma- 
ny Generations, and is a mighty Empire eſtabliſn- 
ed in India. 

As for Mogul, is was anciently the Name of a 
mighty People Inhabiting a Country at the extrea- 
mity of Falt-Tareay, inclining towards the North, 
which others have. called Mongu! and Monga!, fome 
Moguliſtan, - where Ginguiſcan was Born, and that 
Emperour reduced it wholly under his Obedience. 
before he proceeded ro the Conqueſt of the relt of 
Aſia; and both himſelf and Subje&ts were called 
Moguls, TheGreat Mogul is faid to carry 300000 
Horſe into the Field with him when he makes War, 
beſide a conſiderable Army of Foot; yo the moſt 
knowin Indians ſay though he pays ſo many, there 
is not above half of them in Arms at once, The 
great Men that Command, uſually, for their own 


adv; it bei { they have to live on, 
udvantage, it being the molt they Touble 


one... i 

The truebounds of his Empire to the Weſt, are, 
Macram, or Sinde, and Candabar: On the Eaſt it 
reaches to the River Ganzes; on the South it is li. 
mitted by the Gulf of Bengala, the great Sea, and 
Decan ; on the North by a part of Tartary, It ex: 
trends from Eaſt ro Weſt, above 400 Leagues, and 
from North to South 509; and this vaſt ſpace, 
ſome Mountains and Defarts excepted, is very much 
repleniſhed with Cities, Towns, Caſtles, Boroughs, 
and pleaſant Villages; and the Country about them 
very fruitful in Corn, Rice, Fruits, (9c. ' | 

In the Province of Guzerar, in this Empire, is 
the Town of Surat, of which I have ſpoke fome- 
thing already. It lies m 22 Degrees 7 Minutes 
North Laritude, watered by the River Tap:ty. The 
Walls were formerly of Earth, but rhey- are fram- 
ing now of Brick, 2 Fatham-and an half thick, and 
of the fame heighth, being cautioned fo to do for 
its better defence, upon its being plundered by Raj 
Savegi,. who made himſelf Maſter of great Riches, 
og he took not the Caſtle, nor was able to force 
the Factories of the Europeans, who had Fortified 
them with Cannon, and making. a ſtout defence, 
faved their Goods from the fool! This Raja had 
his Government in the Mountains, and did great 
miſchicts in India; though Aurenzeb, the Mogul, or 
Emperor, did all he could to prevent it. 

In building the new Wall, a great many Houſes 
are left out of the Town, eſpecially thoſe built of 
Cane, When the Moufon, or Monſon, a Wind 
that ſerves for Trade of Shiping, blows, the Town 
is full of People, fo that \E ditficulr ro get any 
Lodging: and this is in Fanuary, February, March, 
part of ow and ſometimes all that Month. 

It is Inhabited by Indians, Perſians, Arabians, Ar- 


menians, Turks, European Chriſtians, and ſome few 
other Nations; though the proper Inhabitants are 


divided 
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divided into 3 Orders; the firſt of theſe include the 
Indian Moors, and others of the Mahomeran Religi- 
on ; the ſecond are Genzils, or Heathens, who adore 
Idols, the third are the Par/is, who are likewiſe cal- 
led Guares, or ig, adorers of Fire, profeſ- 
ling the Religion of the ancient Perſians ; and theſe 
retired into India, when Cay/if Oman reduced Perſia 
under the Power of the. Mahometans, The Banians 
are here the richeſt: Merchants, fome of them being 
held to be worth 8 Millions of Crowns. The Durchb 
particularly, among other Europeans, have driven a 

eat Trade here, as did the Engliſh, and theſe had 

ouſes ailigned them for their Factories, called 
Lodges, very neatly built. 

e Caſtle is built on the fide of the River Tapey, 
and is a Fort of moderate bigneſs, and of good 
ſrengrh: it ſtands at the South end of the Town, 
and defends the Entry againſt thoſe that would at- 
tack it. It is ſquare, and flanked at each corner 
with large Towers: The Ditches on 23 fides arc 
hiled with the Sea Water, and the 4th which is 
on the Weſt, is waſhed by the River. In this Ca- 
ſtle the Mogul's Revenues gathered in the Province 
are kept, and never ſent to Court without Order. 

On the Weſt fide there is a ſtately Gate to enter 
at, Which is in the Bazar or Meaden, and this Ca- 
ſtle has a particular Governor, and the Town has 
another. 'The Houſes of the: Rich are but meanly 
built, of Timber, Brick, Lime, and Tiles, and molt 
of theſe being fetched a great way renders building 
very dear, by reaſon there is no Stone in this Pro- 
vince: They make their Larhs of Bambous Cane, 
and they chuſe, by reaſon of the excettive heat af 
the Sun, which-drys and craks fo faſt, to build 
when it Rains,: rather than in dry weather. As for 
the Houſes of the ordinary fort. they are made of 
Cane, and covered with Palm branches. The 
Streets are Jarge and even, but not Paved. They

They have white and red Grapes 
ttere, butthey make an eager and unpleaſant Wine, 
becauſe the heat is fo exceii:ve they have not delibe. 

_ ration enough to ripen; nor 1s the ſtrong Waters 
drunk' there much berter; it is made of Favre, a 
a kind of courſe black Sugar diflolyed in Water, 
with the bruiſed Bark of the Baboul-Tree, and (y

They make ſtrong Water likewiſe of Tary, and 
draw a Brandy from Rice, Sugar and Dates, which, 
, however, is but very ſorry ſtuff, and kills many of 
the Europeans, who coming a long Voyage. too ſud- 
denl on thoſe Liquors and drink intempe- 
rately. They infuſe theſe ingredients likewiſe in 
Water, and by ſerting them in the Sun make Vine- 
gar. 

Ar Sarat are fold all forts of Stuffs and Cotten 
Cloth that are made 'in the Indies, likewiſe a great 
many European Commodities, and thoſe of China, 
as Purceline, Cabinets, and Cofters, adorned with 
Turquois, Agats, Cornelian, Ivory, and all forts 
of Embelliſhments ; here are Diamonds, Rubics, 
Pearls, and moſt fort of © precious Stones that are 
found in the Eaſtern Country; alſo Amber, Musk, 
Myrrh, Frankincenſe, Manna, Sal Armonizac, Lac, 
Indics, Quick-filver; the Root Rznus for Dying 
Red, and all forts of Spices and Fruits that are to be 
found in the Indies, and other Countries of Levant ; 
-and here Merchants buy up Drugs to tranſport into 
all parts of the World; fo that this Town, though 
not large, may be  faid to be the Emporium of the 


. bÞidics. 


_ Haying well viewed this place, and taken 
ſuch things as 7 was informed _ necellary for 
ſuch hot Countries as remained for me to Travel 
in, and conſidering Amedabad was the Chief City of 
Guzerat, 1 directed my Journey to take a view of it. 
This Province, a few Apes lince was an entire Ro 
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Europe, Aſia, Africa, aud America. 125 
Govern'd by Mudafer, a young Prince, who 
on adviceof his Guardian, called in Mogul Ech- 
bar, to make his party.good againſt the great Men 
who were troubleſom to him ; bur the Mogul get- 
ting ſtrong footing, impriſoned him and his Guar- 
dian, where they died miſerably, and ſeized the 
ingdom, annexing it as a Province to his Empire, 
and it is the pleaſanteſt of Indeſtan, though nor the 
largeſt, for it is well watered with the Rivers Nar- 
dabad and Tapty, with ſome other Rivers of leſſer 
Note, fo that the Fields look green all the Year, by 
reaſon of the Corn and Rice that cover them, and 
 W the various kinds of Trees that continually bear 
Bloſſoms and Fruit. 
Setting out from Surat, with ſome others in com- 
pany, I Travelled Northward, and 2 Hours after 
the Tapty in a Ferry, as I did the River Km, 
near the Town of Beriao, and came to Oucliſſer, and 
_— River Nardabad, arrived at Baroche, di- 
-trom Sura, and the Sea, about 10 French Lea- 
gues, or 20 Indian Cofles, which is a meaſure a- 
>; rid of about half a League. This Town 
lies about 2.2 Degrees North Latitude ; it has a larze 
ſquare Fortreſs ſtanding on a Hill, and the 'Town 
lies upon the fide, near rhe Foot of it, looking to- 
wards the River Nardabad, encompaſled with a 
Stone Wall 2 Fathom high, flanked with Towers 
between 3o and 35 paces diſtantone from another, 
and is the ſtrongelt in the Province. "The Bazar, 
or Market-place is a large Street at the Foor of the 
Hill, where are made the Cotton Stufls, called Baf- 
tas. Here are Moſques and Temples of the Hea- 
thens, with Pagods or Idols in them, to whoſe 
ſenſeleſs Shrines they pay devoutAdoration. Here are 
plenty of Agats, _ allo a bundance of Peacocks. 
Leaving this place, I continued my Journey 
Northward, and came to the little Town of Sowr- 
ben, 5 Leagues from Baroche, and crotiing the Brook 
Dader, and ſeveral little Villages, 1 entered D-b+4, 
where a barbarous ſort of People Inhabir, who, a 
tew Years ſince fed on Man's Fleſh, ſelling at ws 


lickly 
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lickly at their Shambles, fo that Strangers alway, 
go armed here: tor fear of being robbed and miſchief. 
ed by them, which made us make but a ſhort ſtay; 
but pailing the Lake, or River, May, we came to 
Peſnad, about 7 Leagues from Debea, and ſaw in 
our way > great Tanqueze, and a number of Mon- 
kies, who came and croſſed us in the Road, fearleſ 
of our ſhouts, but rather mockingly anſwered us a- 


ain, crying Pou, Pou; the Tanquiez are ſtanding 


onds, or reſeryatories for Rain Water, paved at 
the bottom, and kept very choicely. Leaving this 
place I Travelled with my Company to Souſentra, 
and fo to Mader, which place is very Woody, and 
there the Monkies were in greater numbers than be- 
fore, in the Fields, Roads, and on the Trees ; and 
Travelling 5 Leigues from this place,'I came to 
Gilbag, where, I met a great many Col/ics, a People 
of the caſt off Genziles, who wander up and down, 

and have no fixed Habitation ; their chiet bulinels 
being to pick the Cotion Wooll. In Gilbag there 
is a handlom Garden that belongs to the Mogul, 
and in it are kepta number of Peacocks; it is = 
lv Watered, and well Planted with Fruit-T recs, 
and from hence it is two Leaguesto Amedabad, to 
which I went the next Morning. 

This, as I ſaid, is the chief City of the Province, 
and is about 86 Cofles, or half French Leagues from 
Surat, and the Sea. It is Govern'd by an Omra, or 
Indian Lord, under the Mogul : Ir lies 23 Degrees 
and forhe Minutes. North Latitude, on a lovel 
Plain, and is watered by the River Sabremerty, whic 
when the Rains fall, much overflows the Plains. 
There are large Gardens, encioſcd with fine Brick 
Walls; theſe Gardens have reſervatories for Water, 
and each of them a fine Pavillon at the entrance, 
and at the end of moſt of them there are conveni- 
ent Lodgings. The Houſes in the Suburbs are 
(cattering, and many ancient Tombs are to be ſeen 
about the City, into which you enter by a ſtraight 
large Streets the Walls are pretty ſtrong, compoled 
of Stone and Brick, flanked with great round 'I oW- 
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ers afld Batrlements. Ir is about a League and an 
half i , and has 12 Gates, which are ſtrictly 
vices, r fear of a furprize from the Raja, of 
Bindour, whoſe Territories are near, but almoſt in 
acceſſible Mountains, which gives him an oppor- 
funity to make inroads thereabouts, and fafely tore- . 
tire with much Booty, not regarding the Mogul. In - 
this City are many curious Arches, and large 

uares. There is a Kervanſerai in the Meidan, fur- 
fiſhed with curious pacody TOngnSs © 5 
with Pillars; and the King has a Pallace in this City 
of curious Work, where the Muſficians reſort to 
Play ontheir Inſtruments Morning, Noon, Evening, 
and Midnight, for whichthey have a Sallary allow- 
cd them ; in the Apartmentsthere are ſeveral Orna- 
ments of Folages covered Gold; there is the Juma, 
Mefsid, or Fridays, whither on that Day the one 
ock ; itis very beautiful, and is the faireft of 
all others, though there are many more ; on the out- 
fide of each Gate is a fine Steeple, with a Balcony, 
where the Mucſins, or Bedles, with their thunder- 
ing Voices call the People ro the Moſque, for in this 
Country they have no Bells ; and when they repair 
hither they appear very devour, for 1f;w above 400 
Faquirs who held their Arms croſs behind their Heads 
without ſtirring all the Prayer-time. I viſited ano- 
ther Moſque wnich had been a Pagod Temple, be- 
fore Aureng-Xcbe cauſed a Cow to be killed in it, 
which cauftd the Genriles ro forſfake it. It has a- 
bundance of Figures of naked Women in it, fitting 
after the Oriental faſhion, as alſo, of Men, Beaſts, 
and Monſterous Creatures; but they are ſomewhat 
dizhgured by their Noſes being cut off, which Au- 
reng-Febe cauſed to be done our 'of a pretended Zeal 
which raiſed him to the Throne over the Heads 0 
his Father and two elder Brothers. 
In this City is the place where the famed Magi- 
cian was Buried, whom many of the Tdians hold 
for a great Saim, and vifit his Tomb with great \ 
Devotion: Ir is a ſquare pile of CRE having on 


each fide ſeyeral little Domes ſetring oft a great one 
mM 
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the middle. The entry into it is by 7 Ports that 
take up the whole Front;. the Pavings is Marble, 
the Doors are of the ſame, inlaid with Chriſtal and 
Mother-Pearle: The Tomb is like a bed, covered 
with Cloth of Gold, and over it 7 Canopics of dif. 
fereat coloured Silk, one higher than another: The 
Pavement is uſually ſtrowed with white Flowers, 
which the devout Mahomerans bring when they come 
to ſay their Prayers-atthe Tomb. 

Near to the-Burying-place of the Ancient Kings 
of Guzerat, which 1s a very fine Building, and curi- 
ous Arched Vaults under it, where the Aſhes of the 
Dead are in Urs, is the Sepulcher of a Cow, un- 
der a Dome, ftanding on 6 Pillars, but either they 
knew nor, or declined to tell me the reaſon why ſhe 
was buried there, but at another place I heard, one 
of their na, 7 wzs driven out by. the Poople, who 
flying tothe Mountains, was there ſupported by the 
Cow's Milk till he was recalled, whereupon, dying 
loon after, he left a Pention to keep this Cow (o 
long as ſhe ſhould Ive, with Commands, that ſhe 
ſhould be Buried in this manner when ſhe Died ; and 
the People on certain Days go to the Sepulchers of 
their Kings to bewail their loſs. x 

The next thing I viſited, was a famed Well, 8 
Story Soingyevery Story ſupported with Arches 
and Pillars; it 138 4 Fathom broad, and about 24. 
long ; very lightſome, having in it curious Springs. 
They fay it was built by a King's Nurſe, and coſt 2.0 
Millons of Roupics, bur I es a great deal lels 
hoſhed it.

Head bf a Coney, the Ears, Eyes, and Teeth of a 
Hare, the Muzzle round and Fleſh-coloured, the 
Tail of a Squirrel, in the fore Feet it had four Fin- 
and a Claw in the place of the Fiſt ; rhe hinder 
Feer had 5 Toes,cachot which were long as well as 
the Claws; the foles of its Feet flat, and like an 
Apes, of a Fleſh colour; its Hair on the fides, long, 
,and of a dark red,but greyiſh on theBelly,like 
the Wool of a Hair: and from Head to Rump,about 
a Foot and an half long ; few could tell what to 
make of it; they told me it was brought trom Moca, 
yet, probably, it was no other than a Squirril. 
The Commodities moſtly traded for here are, Vel- 
vets, Skins, Taftatas, Tapeſtries, with Gold, Silk, 
and Woollen Grounds, Cotton, Cloth, Indico dried 
and preſerved, Ginger, Sugar, Cinamon, Tama- 
rines, Mirabalans, Cumin, Lac, Saltpetre, Opium, 
Honey, and ſome Schites, or painted Cloth. 

Cambay being in thisProvince, by the Sea, I reſol- 
ved to viſit ir, but on my way found little worth 
mentioning. Let it ſuffice then thar I arrived there. 
This Town lies at thebottom of a Gulf of the ſame 
Name, which is very dangerous for large Veſlels to 
come 1n, by reaſon of the Flats, and banks of Sand, 
and for thoſe of leſs force by reaſon the Ma/abar 
Pirates lie ſheltering under the Rocks to ſurprize 

. This Town 1s much larger than Surar, tho” 

, hot near ſo Populous, ' for the cauſes I mentiongd. 
The Walls are Brick, about 4 Fathom high, with 
owers at certain diſtances. 'The Streets are large, 
and have all Gares at the ends of them which are 
kept cloſe ſhut at Night. The Houſes are very 
high, built of Bricks baked in the Sun, and the 
Shops are ſtored with Aromatick Perfumes, Spices, 
Silks, Stuffs. 1vory., Bracelets, Agat, Cups, Caphlets, 
and Rings . 'The Agats ate got on a Quarry, we” 
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a Village called Nimodra, about 4 Leagues from 
from Cambaya. | Moſt part of the Inhabitants arc 
Banzans and Raſpouts. 7176+ 

The Cizitle where the Governor relides is large, 
bur not beautiful. In this Town there are fo many 
Monkies, that ſometimes the Houics are covered 
over with them, as it were a Dovecot, and theſe mil. 
chievous Creatures never fail to hurt one or other 
in the Streets, if they can find any thing to throw 
at them. :There are matiy Gardens about this Town, 
and a ſtately Marble*Tomb1is tro be ſeen very anci- 
enz, and the Building abour it ſuitable, adorned 
wita Porphery Pillars, &c. There are the Ruin; 
of other old 'Tombs to be ſeen near it, held to be 
thoſe of Ancient Kings. 'The Suburbs are near-as 
big as the Town, -and great {tore of Indico is made 
there.

or Indus, which Rivers are Delleted with huge Cro- 
codiles, who bite, off the ends. of their Trunks, 
when they dip them in the Water, and ſo the poor 
Beaſt is ſtarved for want of wherewithal to fecd 
i felf.

Art Debly they have very curious Pictures repre- 
ſenting the Hiſtory of their King's.

three Courts paved with Marble, the tarſt is ex- 
treamly large, and hath on the fide ſeveral Sepul- 
chers of pretended Saints, with a reſervatory of 
Water, and a neat Well abour it ; the ſecond is not 
ſo large, but much more beautiful, ad many Lamps 
burning in it; the third is more beautiful than the 
reſt, and therein is Cogea's Tomþ-in a Chapel; the 
Doors of it are adorned with various Colours made 
into. Flowers, and. other curious Devices with Mo- 
ther-Pearl : There are other Courts- artd Lodgings 
for the Imans or Prieſts who read the Alcoran, and 
many go-a Pilgrimage from far Countries to this 
Tomb. The common Building of the Town, as 
all over India, is but indifferent, yet there are many 
particular pleaſant places in it.

At Leurebender, 43 days Journey from this Town 
upon: the Sea, there is a fine Road forShipping, be- 
ing reckoned by many the moſt commodious in the 
Iidies, whicki cauſes a great" Trade, where the Pa- 
lenquins of Talra are vended, being the neareſt in 
Ihdoſtan, 3e beſt and neateſt Chariors and 
Coaches made in India are found here, though the 
Indians Travel in Palanquins, which are a kind of 
Couches with 4 Feet, having on ezch fide Balliſters, 
4 or 5 Inches high, and at the Head and Feet a 
back-ſtay like a Childe's Cradle: "This Machin 


hangs by a long Pole, called Pambou, by the mear:s 


of 2 Frames nailed ro the Feet of the Couch, theſe 
Frames have great Rings, through which Ropes

ſurvey of them, I hopethe Reader will pardon ſome 
Con, and be pleaſed to gueſs at them by what 
I have laid of many in particular, fince as to Trade, 
People, Building, Manners, Cuſtoms, &c. they lir- 
tle vary, only I ſhall ſay ſomething of the Famous 
River Ganges, and then conclude my "Travels in this 
Torrid Country, with General, but very Marterial 
Obſervations. | 

The Ganges, as well as Indus, is a vaſt River, full 
of -pleafant covered with lovely Indiay 
Trees, which delight the Paſſengers for 5 or 6 days 
Seng, The Heathens, or Gentils, Þd;ans, eſteem 
the Water : They have Temples, and Pagods near 
it, and here have a freedom of Worſhip ; the chick 
Pagods are that of Faganar, which is at one Mouth 
of the Ganges, and that of the Town of Bonarous up- 
on the River; theſe are ſuperſtitiouſly decked wit 
Gold and Jewels; Millions of People repair thither, 
and Feſtivals are kept for many days together, when

for there are Cups ſet with Diamonds, and other 
Stones of vaſt value; ſome are entire Stones, .very 
Rich, and. the Noble imitate the Court, as far as 
their ANA Wil allow them, they being very Rich, 
for they Y et 1n their \ ears Government, 
2s Viceroys of Provinces, or Mandarins of Cities, . 
a Million of Crowns; and thoſe that are of the 
Council of State, called Calaos; or, the upper Tri- 
bunals, much more by Bribery; for though they - 
teſt againſt it, and there are ſevere Laws in this 
iſe, no Office paſſes the Seal without a conljd-ra- 
ble fura of Money underhand. 

There js in this Kingdom vaſt quantities of Cop- 
per, Tin, Iron, and other uſefyl Metals, of which 

ON on Guns. Idols, Statues,\Diſhes, Cups, 

and other T hings; their Workmanſhip 1s very hne : 
of Copper and Tin they make vaſt quantities of 
Money, with little holes in the middle to ſtring the 
pieces, and ſo they paſs as ready told, in 500, or 
1000 on a String; and 1000 of their Deniers is 
given for a Ching/e Tuel, or Crown. Their £x- 
change is made in Bank, or places appointed for 
that end; on oneſide this Money is the Name of the 
Reigning Prince, and onthe other that of the Tr:- 
bunal thar cauſed it ro be Coined. Their Gold and 
Sllver is not properly to be called a Coin, as being 
only caſt into Ingots like Boats of different weights 
and value; ſome of thoſe of Gold are vallued at 20 
Crowns, and thoſe of Silver at half a Crown, and 
ſome more. | 

When they bury their Deadthey burn a great ma- 
ny gilded Ingots, which they call Loans of Gold 
and S{lver, vainly fancying the Aſhes turn to Cop-: 
per in the other World, and ſerves their Friends 
to purchaſe Houſes, Horſes, and Proviſion, likewiſe 
to bribe rhe evil. Spirits that they ſhould not pare 
them, and that ſo rhe good Spirits may be Fee'd, to 
haſten rheir I rantigat n, ſuffering rheir Souls ta 
enter into Men; and riot into Beaſts. 
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There is abundance of curious white Silk, and 
Wax in Chila, - by reaſon of rhe vaſt Silk Ma 
nufa&tures made al] over rhe Kingdom, the Ancients 
ſtiled it the Silken Bogen, ſo that many Veſſels 
and Caravans are load 

Moſt of the Men, nay, the very Lackeys, and the 
Women all of them wear Silk, and the richer for 
have it Embroidered with Gold, Silver, Pearl, and 
other Ornaments. 

The hne Wax peculiar to Chinz, is not made by 
Bees; bur a little Fly as big as a Flea lays an Egg 
that breeds a Worm, which piercing the Wax Trees 
to the Pith. ir iflues out hangs upon the Bran- 
ches like drops of Dew, and by the Sun and Wind, 
is hardened and whitened, infuch quantities, that it 
ſerves the Court, | the Nobility, and Temples, to 
make fine tranſparent Tapers. o 

Furs are in this Kingdom in vaſt quantities, and 
almoſt every one wears a finer or coarſer fo 
them, as they are/able, for the Linning of theirGar- 
ments, Seats, Chairs, Couches, Gc. 

"To mention the ſeveral forts of Fruits and Pro- 
viſions, would be almoſt endleſs,” they have all- 
moſt a}] we meer with in Europe, and a large addi- 
tion'of what we have nor in variety of Fruit, eſpeci- 
ally of delicious taſt. During 3 Months of Wir- 
ter, they have vaſt ſtore of Game, and on the Ri 
vers they ou Nets 200 Yards long, and fer dead 
Wild-fowl on their feet, as if they were alive, for 


ſtakes ro decoy |the living; as Ducks, Pheſants, 


Wild Geefs,Gc. of which, and other Fowl, ſo many 
are taken, that they are fold for littte or nothing. 
| Phey have 3 fonts of Bears which they Hunt, one 
called the Man bear, the other the Dog- bear, and 3 
third the Pig bear, becauſe their Snouts and Faces 2 

- lite reſemble theſe, Their Paws boiled and well 
ered, are a great dainty among the Chineſes, and 
the Tartars muc admire their Fat, which they cat:

ſolved to take the firſt opportunity to return home, 
and it was not long e're Fortune befriended me to 
paſs by Land; the way bythe Caſpian Sea is ve-

ous in moſt Seaſons, and has agreat number of Rocks

al, Samark, and ſome others, which by reaſon of my 
Indiſpolition on the Road, I ſhall not undertake ro 
deſcribe. Let it fſuffice.then, that the Tartars in- 
habit moſtly ghis vaſt Track of Land; in ſome 
places very . Mountainous, in others, vaſt Deſerts 
and Forreſt, the ground Sandy and Stony for the 
moſt part, and all along I could ſee Snow. On the 
tops of the high Mountains, though in the begin- 
ning of Summer, the People are Rude and Simple, 
moſt of them living by feeding Cattle, which they 
drive from one place to another, carrying: their 
Wives, Children, and: all they have along with 
them ; pitching Tents in their Encampments, _- 
cially where they find pleaſant Springs, and ſtay

gard it, it being moſtly gathered by the Banzans, 
who live ſcattered among them, who ſend it to Per- 
ſis and other Countries, and have rich Merchandize 
in rethrn ; for here the coldneſs of the Country 
obliges them moſtly tro habit themſelves in Furs, 
and thick courſe Cloathings, They trade much in 
White and Black Fox Sables, Hart and Fawn Skins; 
they have” vaſt Forreſts of Black Wood, wherein 
many huge Bears lurk to ſurprize Travellers, which 
- made us keep cloſe together when we paſled fuch 

pr and have our Eyes about cus, as well as our 
Fire-arms in *readinels; and ſo keeping the Road, 
though not withcut many tunings, and ruged ways, 
. when we had paſſed Szmark, and it brought us to 
Becker, where | ſtaid ſome time to refreſh me, for 
had beenill of a Flux by the way, which ſtill held 
me fo, that I rook/no great pleaſure to make any cu- 
rious remarks here, and had 1 done it, as I was in- 
| there is nothing worthy of Note in the 
Town, the Houſes being plain and low Built, the 
Streets crooked, and no Antiquities memorable.

As for this vaſt Conntry, it is boundedon the Wt 
With Lithuania and Livonia; on the Erft, with Tar- 
tary; on the North, with the Frozen Ocean; on rhe 
South, with the Ca/pizn Sea, the Ortoman Empire, 
and Paulus Meorris. It is branched with many large 
Navigable Rivers, as the Tanais, Borbiſtenes, Volga, 
&, Ir is divided into 9 Provinces, viz. Noveg, R4- 
dia, Valademira, Pleſcovia, Rieſen, Servia, Parmia, 
Condoria, Petroſa and Muſcovy, though from this laſt, 
the whole Track takes irs Denomination. ;

returned home; but the report of the Golden 
Mountains, other things, egged me on, made 
5p fon mall ge an opportunity to paſs to Cales, where 
I doubted not but by one means or other, to get 
2 Paſſage into the Spaniſh Indies, for that was it 
I Aimed at;. for the other. I underſtood are little 
conliderable, as tp Trayellers, and have nothing 
EXtraordinary to be found in them, and beſides are 
4 very well known to my Countrymen: 
ore 1n deſcribin | New-Englaud, Virginia, Bar- 
badoes, Jamaica, &c., I ſhould have Earndbed their 
CUE with nothing that is rare, « and new to 
them. T had not waited a Week before an op-

they took no leſs than 5 Millions, moſt of it the 
King of Spain's Treafure going for Cales, and from 
one Friar, they took a Cabiner of Gold Chains, 
- Pearl, and prerioas Stones, worth 40000 Duccats, 
and forced the Galleons on ſhoar, in a River near 
the Port, which Miſcarriage being laid to the charge 
Ot Don Juan de Guzman Y Torres, the Admiral, at his 
r-turn to Spain, he was Impriſoned, and ſoon after 
loſt his Head. ; 

The next that preſented was another Iſland, 
much greater than any I have yet mentioned, now 
called Hiſpaniola, anciently by the Natives Hare. 
It is in compaſs 1500 Miles, the Air very Tempe- 
rate, Soil fertil, and has in it ſeveral rich Mines ; 
there is a conſiderable Town from the Neighbour- 
ing Coaſts, for this Iſland produces Amber, Ginger, 
Sugar, tides, Wax, and many other Commodi- 
ties; 
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ties; the Gold is here very fine, and the Sugar- 


Canes larger than in other places, ſo thatone of them 


will 611 20, and ſometimes 20 Meaſures, The 
Corn uſually yields a -tundred Fold, the whole 
Iſland being Fertilized by < root Rivers proceed- 
ing from a huge Mountain ſtanding in the Center, 
gn running to the Eaſt, Artihinnacus to the 
Weſt, Facchius to the North, and Naibus to the 
South. The Woods are vaſt, and breed abundance 
of wild Swine, whoſe Fleſh is a great Dainty, yet 
the Country in many places is but thinly inhabited, 
becauſe the Spaniards:on their hrit poſletiing it, de- 
ſtroyed about 2 Millions of the Natives, 


The chief City is St. Domingo, where there is 
a Preſident and Court of Chancery, with x Judges 
and other proper Officers. Ir is likewiſe the See © 
mn Archbilho>. who, though he poſleſles not ſo great 
a Revenue as the Archbiſhops of Mexico and Lima, 


yet his Honour exceeds them, for he is Primate of 
all the Indies : This lfland having been conquered, * 


and ſrtled, it bares Precedency by Antiquity; there 
are other rich trading Cities and Towns, as St. Tho- 
mas, St, Iſabella, St. Fobn Maragna and Porto, where 
the Merchants Trade much, and are very Wcal- 


thy.

Labour, Diet and Obſervations of the In- 
dians in particular, and in General of the 
Spaniards; ſhewing the Tyranny of the 
Latter over the former, and many other 
things worthy of curions Remarks, with my 
Return for England by the way of Spain, 


and other matters. 


£ Hoe mevagioken a Survey, and: diſcribed the 
greater Inhabired part of the new World ( as 
many term it, which Nature had fo long reſerved 
from our Knowledge, as her private Tircing-room, 
that being decked in all her Beautics, and Golden 
Omaments, ſhe might at length appear more glo- 
rious than at firſt; ) purſuing my Method, I now 
in the cloſe come We ak more particularly of the 
Inhabitants, and chiet y of the Indians, for the Hu- 
mour, Cuſtoms and Religion of the Spaniards, 
which vary little in this diſtant Region, are already 
tufficiently known to Europeans, | 


The Indians are Vaſſals to the Spaniards, and 
for the moſt part little better than Slaves, to be at 
their Beck, and fulfill their imperious deſires _ 


(- 
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the labour of their Bodies, and -the- little Wealth 
they can ſcrape together, for though in the Towns 
alloted them, where they are in any Number, they 
are allowed Officers of rheir own, yet they dare a> 
litde-without the concurrence of the Spaniſh Magi- 
ftrates, even among their own Tribes; and to keep 
their courage low, they are deprived of offenſive 
Weapons, and great Penalties laid on ſuch, where, 
upon ſearch, they ſhall be found. The Friars and 
other Eccleſtaſticks, command their ſervice for no- 
thing, having a certain number allowed at the pub- 
lick chargeof other Indians to do their Prodgery,

as fetching Water, Wood, Fiſhing for them, 


ing and Sowing their Ground, and the Seculars al- 
low them but half a Ryal a day, though they com- 
pel them to leave their own Land untilled, leaving 
their Families to come many Miles to ſerve their 
turns; and to this, they are prefled to ſevere Pe- 
nalties, being inflicting on the Refuſer for a ſet num- 
ber of days, as ſhall 3 required, and many times 
theſe poor Wretches leave their Wives and Chil- 
dren ſtarving a: Home in the mean time ; and 
when they have done their Work, they are ſent a- 
way withlittleor nothing, except ſometimes Threats 
and Cudggeling, if they dare diſpute it, or ſo much 
as murmur at what is ſaid to them, or elſe turned 
over t0,an other that will give the Spaniard any al- 
lowance for their Labour, according to the Er, or 

ding Agreement, though the work be never fo. 
hard, or above their ſtrength ; though indeed, they 
are moſtly of ſtrong Bodies, and well propar- 
tioned in their Links and would be far more 1n- 
duſtrious than they are, had they 'any tolerable In- 
couragemenit. But ſeeing their Lives and Eſtates 
are at the mercy of the rg pecanoe few. conſider- 
ing their vaſt Number, ſtrive to encreaſe Riches, 
bur content themſelves with a fapply of ordinary 


Food and Rayment, Song mvſtly Bare-foored in 


all Seaſons, 'and any Paſſenger travelling the Road, 
may require an cer to furniſh him with an

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Indian or Moor, to guide his Mules, and carry hea- 
vey Trunks; and after they cavel with them at the 
Journeys end; for ſome pretended neglect, and ſend 
them back with Blows inſtead of the promiled Re. 
ward of their labour. If Rp to Work when 
ordered, or run away when Hired, they are fought 
out by the Officers, and publickly Whipt in the 
Market-place ; this, and more ſevere Uſuage, than l 
think fit to name, leaſt it ſhould not be credited 


amongſt compaſhonarc Chriſtians, makes many of 


them weary of their Lives; fo that coming Home 
from theſe Labours and Abuſes, they have refuſed 
to Ear. and voluntarily pined themſelves to Death, 
notwichſtanding the Tears and Perfwaſjon, of their 
Wives atd Friends, to incite them to a patient bare- 
ing of the Sufferings, and live. 


As for their Religion, ſome in the remoter parts 
are ftill Heathen Idolaters, . paying Adorarion as 
covertly, as they can the imaginary God's of their 


Anceſters, and lay a great ſtreſs on their Protecti-' 


on, as Fire, Air, the Sun, Moon, and other things 
by ſeveral Names; for anciently they Worlhip- 
ed a great number of Gods, and had ſtately Tem- 
ples Ere&ted ro them, ſacrificing Human Fleſh 
and Blood on their Altars, either of Priſoners ta- 
ken in War with one another, or ſuch as volun- 
tarily offered themſelves, or were choſen by Lot: 
The Namcs of their ſeveral [dols, and manner of 
their Antient Worſhip, not being proper to my 
Subject, but rather for a Hiſtory, 1 ſhall paſs them 
over, however ar-preſent, they have a kind of pub- 
lick Eſteem, or a kind of Veneration for certain 
Beaſts, which they make exceeding much of, and 
Cheriſh as their Gaurdians or Tirul..rs, though they 
profeſs the Romiſh Religion, as the Prieſts have 
incerted it unto them . and one thing I rook ſpeci- 
al Notice off, that they were more Admirers of the 
Pictures of thoſe Saints, that have Pifures of Beaſts 
painted by them, as St. Mark, with a Lyon, : 

Luke, 
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Luke, with a Bull, St. Dominick, with a Dog, and 
a flaming "Torch in his Mouth, ©c-men-of-thoſe 
that are withour ſuch Emblems.conſe i.ngthat they 
like them the better, and comply with the Devoti- 
on payed to them, becauſe it agreed with the Wor- 
ſhip of their Anceſtors. Thoſs that are able, are 
very careful to buy the Picture of one Saint or 0- 
ther, as their fancy leads. them, and give the Prieſt 
Money to have a place for it in the Church ; and 


| by this a great deal of Money is ſcrewed out of 


them, for from that time the Prieſt ſtiles the Party, 
the Patron of that Saint, and he is obliged to 
bring Offerings, and leave before him, eſpecially on 
his Day, very conſiderable, which being left, the 
Prieſt ſweeps away, and Converts it to his own - 
uſe, ſelling then the Wax Candles they offer ma- 
ny times over and over, which, with other things, 
brings a great Income. Where there is a number 
of theſe Saints in a Church, and often he ſtirs them 
up with Tauntings and Revilings, to mind it as a 


Duty, or to expect ſome ”— puniſhment from 


their angry Saint, if they ſlack in their Offerings, 
and many times he lays hold of Sickneſs in their 
Families, or Death of Cattle, telling them for want 
of their Offerings, and neglc&t of their Devotion 
and Charity, their {lighted Saint is Angry, and 
has thus puniſhed them, which frights them into 
large Contributions; on which, the Prieſts lives 
Fat, and laughs in his Sleave at their Simplicity 
and Ignorance. Yet for all this, he himſelf fo lit- 
tle fears the Saint, that he will throw his Picture 
out of the Church, if the party who owned him 
dies, and none of his Kindred, or others, come at 
a ſet time, after Proclamation made, with their 
Offering, to own and new Patronize him, decla- 
ring ſuch Saints as have none to offer ro them, 
are uſeleſs and incumber the places in the Church, 
where others might ſtand who have Patrons that 
would bring erings; and the Picture being

The Indians are very Tgnorant in their Devai- 
and undiſcerning 1n matters of Religion; for 

xf they be asked any material point, their uſual 
anfwer is, It may be ſo for ought they know ; and in- 
deed, thoſe that thould be their Spiritual Guides, 
Ibour to keep them as Ignorant as they can, that 
they may. the better work their Ends on them, 
hong when they come to Church, they out- 
w in Jeſtures appear very Devout, and are 
cont when at the point of Death, to have a 
Canfeffor, and receive the Extream UnCtion, tho' 
ſome of the heads of them that are ſomewhat more 
Learned than the reſt, are held ſecretly to practice 
Magyck, andtraffick with the Devil ; ſome affirm 
w_ can change thetrr ſhapes into Beaſts and Birds, 
and in that ſhape, ſome of them have been ſhox, 
yet as ſoon as Dead, they were in their own ſhape 
again ; though this, I believe, may be a tale of 
ſome Spaniards, who had Murthered them, and 
forged it upon them to excuſe their own Guilr, Yer 
this is certainly Recorded, that one Gomez and Le- 
?*x, Heads of Indian Tribes, and both in years, 
who had ſeemed very Devout in the Romiſh Re- 
RON, were juſtified by ſeveral Witnefles, to be 
ſeen ghting on a Mountain; the firſt, in the 
ſhape of a Lyon, and the latter, in that of a Ty- 
er, and when the firſt came home, he was much 
ruiſed, Bitten and Wounded, and of it ſoon di- 
ed; and though he confeſſed nothing of it to the 
Prieſt, who Confeſſed him, and gave him the Ex- 
tream UnCtion, yer the latter by the Spaniſh Ju- 
ſtice, was ſeized and Fryed, and hang'd as a Mz- 
cian, or a PraQtiſer of Charms and Witchcraft.
